priest and the elders, with a certain 
orator to spenk for them, appeared be- 
fore Felix, and Paul was brought forth 
to meet them With some = flattery, 
Which evidently wearled Felix, and 
therefore the orator cut it short, he 
told a number of Hes about Paul, 
Which the bigh priest and the elders 
indorsed) = Flattery and lying are still 
the order of the day among some rell- 
gious bodies.

FUTURE OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


Charles J. Levey of Cape Colony Dise- 
curses His Country. 


Charles J. Levey, M.P.P. for Cape 
Colony, passed through Toronto re- 
cently, 

He left satin Town some time ago, 
and is traveling in Canada and the 
United States making u short study of 
the negro question, and agricultural 
subjects. He has been unfortunately 
broken down in health, but is now 
sufficiently well to be able to visit 
Guelph and the Indian settlement at 
Brantford and perhaps Chatham, 

Mr. Levey sees a good prospect for 
the future of South Africa. he pol- 
icy of the Liberal Government, has, 
he states, been the salvation of the 
African colonies. 

“There is not the slightest danger of 
any war between the white races of 
South Africa in the future. And Bri- 
tain will not have a more loyal coun- 
try,” he remarked. ‘The Union Par- 
liament will shortly come into opera- 
tion, when such questions as defensive 
measures, native administration, and 
the development of the country will 
be taken up. The colonies are mak- 
ing great strides in agriculture and 
pastoral farming, and will svon be 
able to produce sufficient for their own 
consumption, 

“General Botha, who was the chief 
leader against us in the iate war, has 
gained the confidence of all sections of 
the community, both British and 
Dutch, 

‘One great question which will have 
to be settled is the native question,” 
suid Mr, Levey, reverting to the topie 
in which he appears to be tnoet in- 
terested. He is much itnpreased with 
the absence of the color line in Can- 
ada, but attributes that to the com- 
yurative rurity of the colored people 
Bare, In South Africa the black peo- 
ple number ten to one white, 

“The Koglish colonists,” he affirm. 
ed, “are not hostile to the natives, 
but the majority of them are opposed 
to theic having the franchise given 
them at this stage of their civilisa- 
tion, and think that for the present a 
special system of administration 
would be the best, plucing no barrier 
on the gradual evolution of the na 
tive.”

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CHIEF GOES TO PRISON 


DINIZULU’'S CONVICTION 18 WEL. 
COMED IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Son of Zulu Chieftain Cetewayo, Who 
Was Found Guilty of Acts of Re- 
bellion Against Great Britain, 
Must Serve Four Years—Conviction 
Is Serious Blow to His Prestige 
Among Disaffected Natives, 


The recent conviction of the Zulu 
chief Dinizulu and his sentence of 
imprisonment for four years marks 
the end of one of Great Britain's 
hardest struggles for supremacy over 
the native tribes in South Africa. 
Dinizulu's crime was harboring rebels 
and members of the family of the 
outlaw chief Bambaata. 

Dinizulu’s trial began on Nov. 17 
of last year, and has thus lasted over 
three months. The original indict- 
ment against him consisted of twenty- 
three counts, but it seems that he has 
only been found guilty on two-—the 
seventh and sixteenth. Among the 
other charges were one of levying and 
making war, another of conspiring 
with various persons to levy war, and 
a third of collecting arms and so 
forth. The sentence is a severe blow 
to the chief's prestige, but there is

message from Durban. There is little | 
criticism of the sentence in Natal, 
the chief comment being that the | 
penalty does not expose the colony 
to charges of vindictiveness. Satis- 
factior felt at the prospect of fu- 
ture intrigues in Zuluand being 
hendled by the Union Government. 

Dinizulu is one of the sons of Cete- 
wayo, and is therefore a prince of 
the Zulu royal line descended from 
Chaku and Dingaan. In 1884 he was 
crowned by a party of Boers from 
the Orange Free States and Trans- 
vaal, In 1887 Zululand was declared 
British territory. The new authority 
was not accepted by the tribes, and 
after some troubles Dinizulu and oth- 
ers were errested and tried for high 
treason. The chief received a sen- 
tence of exile to St. Helena for ten 
vears, He spent his time in learning 
English. Dinizulu was restored to his 
native land efter serving eight of the 
ten years of his exile. He was given 
x house at Eshowe and a salary of 
$2,500 a year, Although nominally 
the chief of a tribe, he was still look- 
ed upon by the natives as the head 
of their former royal house, Who- 
ever's fault it moy have been, trou- 
bles began, which eulminated in 
something like a general insurrection 
at the end of 1907. The colonial 
forces were called out, and the dis- 
orders were put down Dinizulu Rur- 
rendered to Sir William Mackenzie 
and was taken to Pictermaritzburg. 

The cost of the long trial has been

Slater was called before the board 
for an explanation, and created great 
surprise when he appeared before the 
guardians attired in a heavy double- 
breasted coat, with an eyeglass and a 
silver-mounted walking stick, present- 
ing a very distinguished appearance, 

The guardians, after discussing 
various alternatives, such as retain- 
ing the money to pay for hia main- 
tenance or returning it to the sender, 
decided to give the man the postal 
order, and with it his marching or- 
ders, Slater was accordingly told 
that he was now no longer destitute, 
and must leave the workhouse,

Text of the Lesson, Acts xi, 19-30; xii, 
26—Memory Verses, 22, 23—Golden 
Text, Acts xi, 26—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

In Acts vill, 14, we rend that the | 


persecution at the time of Stephen's 
martyrdom led to the scattering abroad 
from Jerusalem of all the disciples ex- 
cept the aposties and that they went 
everywhere preaching the Word. The 
lesson today begins just there with the 
statement that they which were scat- 
tered abroad went as far as Phenice 
and Cyprus and Antioch, preaching 
the word to Jews only, but that some 
at Antioch spoke to the Grecians, 
preaching the Lord Jesus, and that a 
great number believed and turned to 
the Lord. That was a blessed scatter- 
ing which sent the good news so far 
from Jerusalem, but we cannot help 
wondering if the disciples had been 
obedient to Acts 1, 8, might the per- 
secution have at that time been avold- 
ed, and yet persecution was what they 
were taught to expect (Matt. x, 23; 
John xv, 20). Well the fact stands 
that God expects us to be obedient, 


| for only as we are so He can accom: 


plish His pleasure in us (Isa, 1, 19). If 
there was a great scattering today of 
true betievers to all the dark places of 
the earth, how soon the church, the 
body of Christ, might be gathered 
from all nations! 

When the church at Jerusalem heard 
the tidings from Antioch they sent to 
inquire about it, and it was fortunate 
that they sent the man they did, for 
he had eyes to see the grace of God in 
others than Jesus and a heart to love 
all who loved the Lord. To this very 
day in this twentieth century, after 
the birth of the Messiah, it is not difi- 
cult to find those who cannot see any 
grace of God in any outside of their 
own denomination. A visit from some 
Barnabas, full of the Holy Ghost and 
of faith, would do them good if they 
would listen to such a one. Barnabas 
was glad to see the work of the Spirit 
in these people, and bis exhortation 
was that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord, not to the 
one who had led them to the Lord, but 
to the” Lord Himself. We are in a 
time of grent following of men, but 
things wilt not be right till the Lord 
alone is exalted (Isa, fl, 11, 17). 

As we come in verse 25 to Saul 


| and the visit of Barnabas to Tarsus 


to find him we had better pick ap the 
threads of his story since his con: 
Having seen and heard the 
risen Lord Jesus, there was no con- 
ferring with flesh and blood after the 
visit of Ananias, but he went off into 
Arabia, perhaps like Elijah to Horeb, 
for further communion with God. 
Then he returned to Damascus, con- 
founding the Jews, thereby proving 
that Jesus was indeed the Messiah. 
They sought to kill him, but the disct- 
ples took him by night and let him 
down by the wall in a basket, and he 
made his escape to Jerusalem. There 
was no welcome awaiting him there, 
the disciples being afraid of him, and 
it was not until Barnabas took him 
and spoke on his behalf that the disct- 
ples were willing to receive him as 
one of them, As he spoke boldly at 
Jerusalem in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, his life was soon in danger 
there also, so the brethren took him to 
Caesarea and sent him to Tarsus, If 
we cannot quite tit Into their proper 
places his experiences of chapters 
xxil, 17-21; Gal, f, 18, 19, we can ac. 
cept the record as it stands and adore 
the grace of God, which so cared for 
and guided him, and imagine the fel- 
lowship which he and Peter must have 
had those fifteen days at Jerusalem. 
He began early in his career as a child 
of God to experience something of the 
sufferings to which he had beencalled 
and to which he afterward referred 
quite fully in Il Cor, xi, 28-33, where 
he seems to consider even his manner 
of escape from Damascus as an in- 
firmity 


Barnabas, bis faithful friend, having 
found him at ‘Tarsus, brought him to 
Antioch, and for a whole year they 
abode there, teaching the people, teach- 
ing them to observe all tings that 
Jesus had communded, and no doubt 
enjoying a fulfillment of His assur- 
ance, “Lo, | am with you all the days, 
even unto the end of the age” (Matt 
xxvill, 20). These must have been 
blessed days for the believers at An- 
tloch, who must have greatly grown in

PROTECT COUNTRY’S RESOURCES 


Dominion Railway Commissioner Will 
Make Move to Secure Protection 
Against Forest Fires

Sifton said the railways were respon- 
sible for .enuding the country of valu 
able timber. It was decided that the 
former minister of the interior should 
see the transcontinental railway com- 
mission with a view to clearing the 
tight-of-way of all combustible nia 
terial. The Dominion railway cony 
mission will also apply for a similar 
order in regard to the C. P. R., and 
the provincial governments controlling 
forests and railways will be asked to 
secure more adequate measures for 

protection against fire. 


Killed by a Convict 


Edmonton, <Alta.—Deputy Warden 
Stedman, of the Alberta penitentiary, 
was murdered by a convict, who hit 
him at the base of the skull with an 
axe. The deputy warden, with six 
convicts, was in the carpenter shop 
at the time. The reason for the as- 
sault is unknown. 

Richard Stedman, the dead man, 
came from Penetanguishene in 1906, 
' where he was a warden in the reform- 
atory for twenty-five years. He leaves 
a widow and two sons. 


Prince's Congo Tour 
Southampton, Eng.—Prince Albert of 
Belgium has sailed hence for Cape 
Town on the first stage of his journey 
to the Congo. The prince intends to 
| visit Rhodesia, then he will walk over

ELEVATORS AT COAST 


TERMINAL ELEVATORS TO BE 
BUILT AT VANCOUVER 


If the Railway Company Will Not Pro. | 
vide Facilities for Handling the 
Wheat of Alberta the Grain Men 
Will Take the Matter in Hand and 
Erect the Necessary Elevators for 
the Export Wheat. 
Vancouver.—If the Canadian Paci- 

fic railway does not decide to start the 

erection of a grain elevator in Van- 


couver the Alberta grain) men will 
willingly undertake the task. It has 
been suggested that temporary facili- 
ties for this season be provided with 
the idea of building an elevator here 
next year. In my opinion this pro- 
vision will prove entirely inadequate, 
as the movement of the export wheat 
from Alberta via Vancouver is no 
longer a matter of conjecture. It is a 
certainty.” 

This was the important statement 
made by Mr. L. P. Strong, of Calgary, 
general manager of the Alberta Pa- 
cific Elevator company, at the Hotel 
Vancouver. Mr. Strong arrived from 
Victoria, where he had been in con- 
sultation with Mr. William Whyte, 
second vice president of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, in regard to the 
question of providing grain handling 
facilities in this city. 

“A grain elevator with a capacity of 
at least one million bushels should be 
completed before October of this year, 
when the first westward movement of 
the wheat begins. Two or three years 
hence an additional plant of possibly 
larger capacity will be needed here. 
The Alberta grain crop last year ata 
low estimate was 30,000,000 bushels, 
with 1,000,000 acres under cultivation 
This year, if normal conditions pre- 
vail, the grain crop should total 45,- 
000,000 bushels of which — 15,000,000 
bushels will be wheat. Reports indi- 
cate that 50 per cent. will represent 
the increased acreage this season. In 
four years, or five years at the latest, 
the Alberta grain crop should approxi- 
mate 100,000,000 bushels. If it were 
all shipped out of the country its 


transportation would require 100,000, 
freight cars.”
